Small Fine, Heavy Penalties

- Brest, France,'May 22.—(By the Associated Press.)—Mrs. 


M. L. Sibley and Miss V. M. Boyer, American missionaries on 
their way to India, were said today by R. F. Bevan, the only other 
American passengers, to have been drowned in the wreck of the 
British steamship Egypt, which was sunk off the island of Ushant, 
Saturday night by a collision with the French steamer Seine. 
Nearly 100 other passengers lost their lives in the disaster. 


It is possible that some of the missing may have been picked 


up by the steamship Cap Iracon in addition to those brought here 
by the Seine. The Cap Iracon was nine miles from the scene and 
replied to the distress signals with the assurance that she was 
speeding to the spot. According to the Egypt's purser the ship 
floated only about 20 minutes after her plates were crushed in by 
the Seine. 


The Egypt, he declares, was not moving at the time of the 


accident, lying to on account of the dense fog and sounding her 
siren continuously. 


Suddenly there came the warning shriek of the siren on the 


Seine and the latter loomed up out of the fog and darkness and 
struck the Egypt amidship. 


With the crash there came a terrible confusion on the stricken 


vessel. Four or five boats were all that could be lowered because 
of the list of the vessel and many persons jumped overboard fear-

Fargo, X. D., May 22.—Nearly all of 


the county agents of North Dakota 
were optimistic concerning crops in 
their report for the second week of 
May in their report turned into John 
Haw, county agent leader. The rains 
had interfered much with the seeding 
but had done no particular damage, 
according to most reports. There were 
a few scattered exceptions to this. 


Gophers are reported only, in two 


counties while another agent express- 
ed the opinion that there will be no 
grasshopper menace this year. HigJ 
winds prevailed in nearly all of the 
counties but is mentioned in only one 
as having done harm. 


The gloomiest reports comes from 


Golden Valley where according to the 
report "fourteen one hundredth* of 
rain and severe winds did some dag- 
age to light soils. Very poor farming 
this spring. Shortage of money and 
feed the cause; seed loans very slow 
coming in. Some farmers moved off 
their places to rent land where seed 
in being furnished." -Sweet clover died 
as a result of last year's drouth. Al- 
falfa good. (Worms are bad again and 
lots of damage will be done, a sum- 
mary of the reports follows:

Ride through the province at night 


on the train or over automobile roads, 
and your thoughts must dwell upon 
lighting.

President Kane' Followed Hia 


Custom In Giving a "Key- 


note Address" , 


Grand'Forks, May 22WIn extending 


the welcome to the teachers at the 
High School Conference, President 
Kane .followed his custom of the 
last two or three years in giving a 
••keynote" address. He made his wel- 
come on behalf of the University. 


The outstanding question before tha 
school people 
of today, -President 


Kane told the heads of schcols, is the 
question of financial support. The de- 
parture of attitude that he urged upon 
tho teachers was froo* the old idea, 
when the financial •problem was sim- 
ple, that the teacher, had no other 
work than teaching in the classroom. 
A glanca at 
the apportionment of 


taxes convinces one that the financial 
question has become exceedingly im- 
portant, and the teacher must help to 
work out the solution. 
The (president urged that the prac- 
tical way to "democratize the schools," 
which is being urged by an element of 
our teachers, is for the schoolman to 
show that he can give valuable help, 
as in this cass, for example, toward 
the solution of the business questions 
connected with the management of 
the school; that he can give help of 
such a nature that it will be sought 
by the trust sea and other officials in 
connection with problems for which 
they officially are responsible. 
He called attention to tha tact that 


the chief speaker called in from the 
ouside each year was invited witb a 
view to his known ability to handle 
the question foremost at the time be- 
fore the schools. The two addresses 
by the outside speaker this year will 
be on different phases of school SOD- 
.port. 


In their capacity as administrators 


in the school the problems of econ- 
omy 
romes 
first 
of all upon the 


teacher, especially the superintendent 
and principal. We have not yet con- 
sidered economy and efficiency in 
the management of our schools in at 
all the same degree that jt has been 
done in other lines of business. That 
is the program forced upon us by 
present financial conditions and the 
inevitable gnawing expense of main- 
taining 'our schools. 


Illustrates Economy Methods 
President Kane, who has for several 


years past urged upon the Association 
of S'ate Universities and othier edu- 
cational bodies, a uniform system of 
cost ard credit accounting and the 
installation of business systems in 
the universities of the land, illustrat- 
ed from university practices some of 
the methods of economy which might 
apply 
as 
well to the larger high 


schools. 


In tho course of his address he re- 


ferred in ithe election on the Mini- 
mum Wage Law. He urged that the 
responsibility rests on the superin- 
tendent and principal especially, to 
show the order of the importance of 
the difforant 
things 
in school for 


which expenditures are incurred- We 
should remember, he said, that a 
school is an assemblage of teachers. 
Other things in comparison are inci- 
dental, even 
the building and the 


equipment. 
'Simply as a matter of 


cold hooded efficiency and good busi- 
ness, educators must hold out to our 
people that we bad better have three 
good teachers and give the salaries to 
get them, than four mediocre teach- 
ers; that we bad better have good 
teachers for six months than mediocre 
teachers tor nine months; that we are 
advocating attractive salaries not 
alone and nqt primarily for the sake 
of the teacher receiving the salary, 
but for 
the 
sake of encouraging 
teachers to get the preparation that 
we need to bave*in the school room 
and hold in North Dakota and to at- 
tract to the schools of North Dakota 
as good teachers as can be attracted 
to Minnesota, towa, Wisconsin and 
Michigan. 
To get the people to help support us 


in this policy. President Kane con- 
cluded, we must do everything toward- 
economy 
of 
expenditures 
in the 


schools, and we must do everything 
we can to kelp hold the taxes down.to 
the lowest terms consistent with giv- 
ing our children 
advantage of the 


kind of training in the schools that 
they ought to have.
